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Enclosed for Bureau are 12 copies of an LRM 
captioned as above.

NATION OF ISLAM, Formerly referred to 
as the Muslim Cult of Islam, also known 
as Muhammad’s Temples of Islam 



In January , 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation 
of Islam” and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam. " 

On May 5, 1967. a see end source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Isla«“ (NOIl; Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 

Illinois, is the national hesdquar tjer s of the NCI; and in mid-1960 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'S 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced usirg either "Mosque" 
or "Temple" when mentioning one of 'Muhammad’s Temples of Islam." 


The NOI is an a. 1 1 -Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit. Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wildfrr.ezs cf North America by 
establishing an independent black rat Jon in the United States. 
Members following MUHAMMAD’S teachings and his interpretation of 
the "Koran" believe th.^re is r.o such t n: r.g as > Neg^c: that the 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, refeired to as 
"white devils." in the United States; and that the white race, 
because of its exploitation cf the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed ir the approaching "W^r of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI , including 
MUHAMMAD , have refused to register under the previsions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 

On May 5, 1938 the first source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements 
and instructions to nis ministers concerning the principles of 
his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States government; however, he did not indicate any 
fundamental enanges in the teachings cf nis organization. 


Or. May 2 19C6, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had,

On August 24, 1967, "The Miami Herald", local

Cro7 0n August 25, 1967, a confidential source , who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Stanley Levison, Hew York advisor to isrtin Luther King, Jr.,

Russell has resigned from the National Conference 
on Hew Politics ( NCNP ) , a liberal anti-war coalition based in 
Hew York City, and wanted to advise King of that fact since he 
was instrumental in persuading.

WASHINGTON— Powerful leaders in Con- 
gress are rolling up their teg guns for their 
coming confrontation with Dr. Martin Luther 
King. 

Their Big Bertha— the 

contents of the FBI’s file on 
King— has been examined 
and readied for firing by a 
House appropriations sub- 
committee beaded by Rep. 

John J. Rooney [D., N. Y.], 
a strong civil rights advo- 
cate. 

Subcommittee members 
are now discussing with 
House leaders how and when 
this untold part of the in- a**t i. ahm 
triguing King story should. *" ri ***" 
be released to the American people. This story 
includes details of those directing and 
influencing his activities. 

These legislators are taking the position 
that King^s public declaration of war on 
Congress leaves members no other course 
than to throw the spotlight on some 
unpublicized aspects of the militant civil 
rights leader’s life— known only to a few high 
officials and a handful of FBI agents. 

The subcommittee members have told the 
House leaders, who are King’s main targets, 
that the FBI has unimpeachable evidence 
including photographs showing that King is 
now listening to a man who is clearly more 
interested in destroying the United States 
than in the plight of either the Negro or the 
war-weary people of Viet Nam. 

Communists' Fund-Raiser 

According to these legislators, the FBI has 
documented carefully that this adviser of 
King has been one of the Communist party’s 
biggest money -raisers In this country. 

The confidential FBI file, they report, cites 
instances of material this adviser has 
prepared for King’s vicious attacks on 
Congress and the nation in general The 
adviser is credited with drafting King’s 
statements describing Congress as ‘‘wild with 


racism” and describing the United States as 
“the greatest purveyor of violence in the 
world today.” 

As reported in this column on Aug. i, II 
days before King revealed his new strategy in 
his headline-making attack on Congress in 
Atlanta, the Nobel prize winner is planning to 
lead massive demonstrations and “sit-ins” 
here this fall 

The attacks against Congress are part of 
King’s ’over-all campaign to establish a 
political “third force” by 1968 composed of 
militant civil rights, peace, student, and labor 
froths. 

Ravel Link to 1 Violent* f 

Significantly, the Rev. James Bevel, 
another King lieutenant organizing his 
civil-disobedience campaign for Washington, 
is described in the FBI file as King’s link 
with the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
committee. The officials of this militant 
group are .now urging Negroes to follow the 
path of violent revolution in the United 
States. 

King, who preaches nonviolence, continues 
to confer with these S. N. C. C. officials 
whenever Bevel seta up the meetings, 
according to the FBI files. It also quotes King 
as telling a group of left-wing students: “We 
don't need to talk mean, we need to act 
mean.” 

Aids of Sen. John McClellan CD., Ark.], 
whose permanent investigating subcommittee 
plans a full-scale probe of recent race riots, 
reports that the inquiry will go into King’s 
activities. Several ex-FBI agents, familiar 
with the background of King and also of the 
officials of & N. C. C., will be employed by 
the committee. 

With these and other bombshells fused to 
Ignite, congressional leaders are privately 
predicting that the “second coming” of King, 
as his Washington disobedience campaign is 
being called, could be a nasty, violent affair. 

The legislators also believe the fireworks 
nould explode a lot of myths about King.

Development* in Newark, 
Detroit and other ■trife-tom 
cities make it crystal dear 
that the primary victims of 
the riots are the Negro citi- 
zens.

atantial measure to the eradi- 
cation of these just complaints 
is by now obvious to all. 

We are confident that the 
overwhelming majority of the 
Negro community jpins us in ■ 
opposition to violence in the ’ 
streets.

Whose 
children are without milk be- 
cause deliveries cannot be 
made? Who loses wages be- 
cause of a breakdown in 
transportation or destruction 
of the place of employment? 
Who are the dead, the injured 
and the imprisoned? It is the 
Negroes who pay and pay 
and pay, whether or not they 
are individually involved in 
the rioting.

Killing, arson, looting are 
criminal acts and should be 
dealt with as such. Equally 
guilty are those who incite, 
provoke and call specifically 
for such action. There is no 
injustice which justifies the 
present destruction of the Ne- 
gro community and its people. 

We who have fought so 
long artd s6 hard to achieve 
justice -for all Americans have 
consistently opposed violence 
as a means of redress. Riots 


have proved ineffective, dis- 
ruptive and highly damaging 
to the Negro population, to 
the civil rights cause and to 
the entire nation. 

We call upon Negro citi- 
zens throughout the nation 
to forego the temptation to 
disregard the law. This does • 

, not mean that we should ! 
submit tamely to joblessness, : 
inadequate housing, poor 
schooling, insult, humiliation 
and attack. It does require a 
redoubling of efforts through 
■ legitimate means to end these 1 
wrongs and disabilities. 

We appeal not only to 
black Americans but also to 
our fellow white citizens, 
who are not blameless. The 
disabilities imposed upon 
Negro citizens are a century 
old. They remain because the 
while citizenry in general 
supports these restrictions. 

The Ninetieth Congress has 
exhibited an incredible indif- 
ference to hardships of the 
ghetto dwellers.

He denied that He organization vould change Its 
emphasis from civil rights to peace Issues at Its national 
convention beginning August 14, 1967, at Atlanta, Georgia* 
King also denied that this convention vould entorse or 
condemn any Presidential candidate. 

Then questioned concerning his contacts with the 
White House, King advised that he was contacted by an aide 
of the President recently. This vas after he made the 
suggestion that a new program similar to the Works Project 
Administration of the 1930s be utilized to help employ 
the jobless Negroes. \X 

In responding to a question concerning civil dis- 
obedience, King stated he had never advocated lawlessness, 
arson, sniping, or looting. \\ 

Concerning the Negro helping himself, King re- 
plied, "You can't expect a bootless man to pull himself up 
by his bootstraps. " 

In closing, King urged the United States 
Government to help the cause of the Negro by providing him 
vitb better housing, education, and employment.

On August 10, 1967, at the Fairmont Hotel, San Francisco, 
California, Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. addressed a convention of 
the National Association of Real Estate Brokers, which is composed 
of Negro members of the real estate profession throughout the 
country. KING spoke to approximately 370 delegates and his 
speech was later televised over KQED, San Francisco. 

Dr. KING’S topic was "Turning Neighborhoods Into 
Brotherhoods," and had three main points: (1) The Evil of 

Racism; (2) Poverty in the , United States; (3) The War in 
Vietnam. 

Racism:

KING discussed the historical roots of racism beginning 
with slavery, talked about the Emancipation Proclamation, and 
then discussed the Negroes present situation, stating that there 
has never been any real commitment by the white people concerning 
"black equality." He said racial injustice is "black man’s 
burden and white man’s shame." He stated that the roots of 
racism are very deep in this country and said "the plant of 
freedom has grown only a bud, not a flower." 

Poverty : 


In discussing poverty, KING talked about the world 
situation, India’s poor people, Negro unemployment, that 50% 
of the Negroes in the United States were in substandard housing 
conditions, that in ghettos Negroes pay more for less, that 
Negro schools were inadequate, and that Negro children were 
trapped with no way out of poverty. He stated that whites move 
to the suburbs and ignore the Negroes. Sometimes, he said, 
Negroes have given up because they cannot support their families 
and in trying to escape they turn to dope and alcohol.

Riots are partly a result of these intolerable 
conditions. However, riots are self-defeating. He stated his 
motto is not "Burn Baby Burn, but Build Baby Build, Organize 
Baby Organize." One cause of riots, he announced, was the 
nice, gentle, timid, moderate, who is more concerned about 
order than justice and who is always trying to delay progress. 

He also lashed out at the middle-class Negroes "who have 
forgotten the stench of the back waters" and have abandoned 
their responsibility. 

He stated another cause of riots is Congress who is 
hypercritical and insensitive, and more anti-Negro than anti- 
riot. He blamed the State Legislatures for refusing to pass 
fair housing bills, labor unions for keeping Negroes out of 
unions, and the white clergy for remaining silent. He stated 
a destructive minority can destroy the majority. 

He stated that President JOHNSON is more interested 
in winning the war in Vietnam than in winning the war on poverty 
here at home and Congress is more concerned with rats than 
Negroes . 


America, KING said, has plenty of money to solve its 
problems, but it needs a will and for the Negroes, a massive 
program like the GI Bill of Rights. 

Vietnam War : 

KING stated that the Vietnam War was now more serious 
than anything else in the world. He deplored this war for 
wasting national resources and destroying lives and society. 

He said the war has isolated the United States morally and 
politically, and scarred the image of this nation. The war 
has directed attention away from civil rights. 

The United States has built a climate of violence in 
the world that is contagious. The United States is fighting 
against freedom in Vietnam and refuses to recognize the Vietnam 
fight for independence. The United States is not fighting 
communism, it is fighting a nationalist movement. He said that 
if KY were in the United States he would be called an "Uncle Tom" 
for fighting against his own people.

KING said the United States should admit it made a 
mistake in Vietnam. He said one of President KENNEDY'S finest 
moments was admitting, after the Bay of Pigs invasion, that 
the United States had made a mistake. Therefore, "I call on 
President JOHNSON tonight to say to the nation and the world 
that we have made a mistake in Vietnam." KING said the war 
must stop or the United States is risking being transformed 
into an inferno "that even Dante couldn't imagine." 

In summation of his three main points, KING urged 
his audience to continue to move forward in these areas and 
ended by saying, "If you can't fly, run; if you can|t run, walk; 
if you can't walk, crawl, but by all means keep moving."

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The Miami Chapter of the SCLC conducted a conference' 
at the Sir John Hotel, 276 N. W. 6th Street, Miami, Florida, 
on August 2, 1967. At the meeting vere several Negro and shite 
members to hear Reverend T. Y. Rogers, who is Director of 
Associate Chapters. He was in Miami to outline Dr. Martin 
Luther King's expected visit to this area and to Inform local 
associates of plans for this area and a nationwide plan for 
"Operation Breadbasket." 


Reverend Rogers informed that "Operation Breadbasket" 
calls for a boycott of the following companies: Sealtest, 

California Packing Corporation (Del-Monte), and Kellogg Cereal 
Company. He stated that the national organization, headed by 
Dr. King, will call on the Miami people to boycott these three 
companies. He further stated that he wanted the local Chapter 
to locate a company or business in the Dade County area to be 
included in the boycott. He said that they would first try 
to organize the Ministerial Alliance and then get the public 
to assist in the boycott. He said that Dr. King will not be 
in Miami until after the conference of the SCLC leadership 
organization, which convenes on August 14, 1967, in Atlanta, 
Georgia. 


The local meeting was not very peaceful as several 
of the charter members were dissatisfied with the present 
setup. There was dissension as to the way the organization 
is being run at the present time. Reverend Rogers stated 
that he was not sure anything of value can be started in Miami. 

During his talk, Reverend Rogers indirectly lauded 
Stokely Carmichael and H. Rap Brown. He said that his 
organization agrees with their concept of "Black Power" but 
disagrees with the violent methods of obtaining results.

A confidential source, who lias provided 
reliable information in the past, advised the Chicago 
Federal Bureau of Investigation Office on July 26, 1967, 
that Doctor Martin Luther King, Jr., President, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), arrived in Chicago, 
Illinois, on this date via Delta Air Lines, Flight 832, 
from Atlanta, Georgia. Information available to this 
source reflected that King was to depart Chicago via 
Flight 372, American Air Lines, at 6:05 PM, July 27, 

1967, for Washington, D. C. , and on July 28, 1967, King 
was scheduled to depart Washington, D. C. via Northwestern 
Flight 79 to Cleveland, Ohio.

arrival in Chicago and said that King was to hold a press 
conference later this afternoon on Chicago's west side. 

The July 27, 1967 edition of the "Chicago Sun-Times" 
a daily Chicago newspaper, contained an article relating 
to the press conference held by King the previous day.

In response to questions King had -blamed the 
United States Congress for "creating the atmosphere" 
behind the recent ra'sh of Negro riots. He stated as 
follows: 


"This Congress voted out of existence 
a rent supplement bill; which drastically 
cut back the demonstration city’s program; 
which voted down a rat control program. 

"This is the same Congress that votes about 
35 billion a year to fight an unjust, 
ill-considered war in Vietnam. It is 
creating the atmosphere of riots. V/e 
vote a war on poverty and only finance a 
squirmish." 

King described the education program which the 
SCI£ is sponsoring in the Lawndale area as the kind of 
program needed to eliminate riot causes. He said corrective 
programs are needed to eliminate problems of an older and 
more sinister kind of violence being perpetrated daily 
against the human beings who dwell in the "inferno" that 
is the urban slum. He described the violence which is 
perpetrated against the slum dweller as social, economic, 
and political oppression which has created disorder in 
the ghettos and dehumanized the inhabitants. 



Doctor Green spoke briefly about the job training 
program of the SCLC, advising that it is committed to train 
and place in employment approximately 537 persons for which 
the United States Government, through a grant from the United 
States Office of Education, will pay SCLC up to $109,000. 

He said the training will include reading, effective speaking 
and consumer education.

The start of the Chicago Adult Education Project in 
Lawndale by the Southern Christian Leadership Conference under 
a grant from the U. S, Office of Education, Adult Education Division, 
is timely and propitious. 

In the midst of a summer of violent disruption in so many 
of our cities, most recently Newark and Detroit, an older and more 
sinister kind of violence is yet perpetrated against the human beings 
who dwell in the inferno, namely the urban slum. 

I speak of the social, economic and political oppression 
as violence because I so very clearly understand how these forces 
create disorder among men, women and children in places like 
Lawndale. I have chosen the term 'Violence" because I see daily 
the ravaging effects of the ruthless dehumanization of the urban 
poor. 


The responsibility to examine this violence is compelling 
and urgent. People in the slums are dying spiritually even as 
people have been killing each other in the streets. If America is 
to see the end of social disorder in the ghetto, she must face up 
to its causes and eradicate them.

Americanl must ask themselves why riot C-Jc cur, and 
this means re-opening all the questions of the brutality, 
discrimination, segregation, racism and sheer oppression which 
literally beat people into submission. That is the kind of rampant 
violence that is being committed against millions of people in 
the slums every single day — in the hot summer, yes, but in , 
the long, cooler seasons as well. 

Those who occupy positions of power in government 
and industry and who have been loudly deploring violence in 
streets where they are not forced to live would do well to speak 
and act against the violence I am talking about. No amount of 
so-called "anti -riot" legislation, penned in the Ink of personal 
vengeance, will put an end to so-called "riots".

We do not {. ed to be told about lack of ski* ); we need 
programs to acquire them. We do not need preachments about 
family life; we need good housing and good education for our 
families. 

The Southern Christian Leadership Conference for 
ten years has sought to bring about creative, constructive social 
change through nonviolent action programs. That is why we are 
here today. We have not given up the philosophy that violence can 
be overcome by nonviolence. 

Achieving change in Lawndale, however, is different 
from securing the right to vote in the South, in the sense that 
significant change in the ghetto requires resources which are not 
at our disposal. 

Nevertheless, we are willing and eager to join with the 
forces of Lawndale, the City of Chicago and the Department of 
Health, Education 'and Welfare in this innovative adult education 
project, because here is a chance, made possible by government 
funds, to make a direct attack on poverty in the slums. 

The reason for having programs like this is obvious in 
Lawndale. Here is the most densely populated community in 
Chicago. Some 170, 000 residents are crowded into three and one- 
half square miles. About 98 per cent of them are Negroes, many 
of them refugees from the South. The average family income 
is $3, 600 compared to $6, 73 8 for the entire city. Unemployment 
in Lawndale often is 30 per cent or even higher. Under -employment

in part-time, low-paying jobs also keeps thousands oLpeople in

Lawndale in poverty. One -fifth of the people are on welfare, with 
little or no hope cf escape. The average monthly rent they pay is high- 
er -- usually for overcrowded and substandard apartments 
while rent levels in many spacious, white working-class neighbor- 
hoods in the city are lower. 

Our aim goes beyond a stopgap program to obtain a few 
jobs. We are prepared, first, to go into the streets and homes of 
Lawndale and find hundreds of people who are in dire need of 
meaningful employment. Next, we shall counsel these people with 
fundamental information which is familiar to affluent Americans 
but strange and forbidding to so many of the poor and uneducated; 
reading, writing, consumer education, how to apply for a job, 
where to apply, what to do and say in applying, how to appear. 

Then, we shall actively seek out jobs. A beneficial part of this 
process will be the enlightenment of employers about the 
responsibility to hire impoverished and under -educated people 
and provide on-the-job training when necessary. This should be 
as important a part of employment and promotion policies as 
are such matters as wage scales, vacations ana fringe benefits. 

I might add that when we approach employers, we do 
so without rancor toward them for their existing practices. Our 
considerable experience in finding jobs for Negroes has taught us 
that most employers have been rational and mature about hiring 
when they came to see the problems Negroes face.

If anyone questions whether a civil rights organization 
such as SCLC should be involved in a project of this nature, I 
would reply that this is precisely one type of work which we take 
as a very serious responsibility. We are in the unique position 
of knowing the people of the slums and understanding their 
problems, because we have been working here. Furthermore, we 
have been able to secure the superb professional skills necessary 
for the administration and execution of this project, under the able 
direction of Dr. Robert L. Green, ‘an Associate Professor of 
Educational Psychology at Michigan State University. 

We do not view this project in Lawndale as a two -month 
excursion; v/e see it as an attempt to launch a continuing program 
in Chicago which hopefully can be extended to many other urban 
centers. V/e look forward to such an extension after this project 
is evaluated two months from now. 

As Joseph Alsop wrote j\3 t a few days ago, "To meet the 
immediate emergency - and it is an emergency, as Newark proved 
something like an urban WPA needs to be started forthwith and on 
a big scale. " This new project in Chicago can be a ray of hope for 
developing programs for which Mr. Alsop so eloquently argues.

The Southern Christian Leadership Conference, headed by 
Dr. Martin Luther Kir.-', Jr. # has received a grant from the U. S. Office 
of Education, Adult Education Division, to conduct a two -month 
experimental program in basic Adult Education in Chicago. 

The program will be concentrated in the Lawndale area, 
where the unemployment rate is 30% or higher. Approximately 95% 
of the residents of Lawndale are Negroes. 

Approximately 1, OCO students will be trained in basic reading, 
writing, communication skills and consumer education, with special 
emphasis on those skills which will enable the participants to obtain and 
keep a meaningful job. 

An intensive effort will be made to place every student on 
a well-paying job. Over 2, 000 jobs have been opened to Negroes in 
Chicago as a result of SCLC’s Operation Breadbasket, and the project 
will attempt to place many students in those jobs. 

Classes for the adult students will be conducted by professional 
teachers, assisted by teachers’ aides who will be residents of the 
community.

An article In "The Cleveland Press", daily newspaper, 
issue of July 29, 196 7 , stated that during his tour.

He also announced that the A ft P Company, whose 
stores had been picketed in the Negro areas in the protest 
against Sealtest, had agreed to remove Sealtest milk and ice 
cream from its stores.

Pursuant to instructions, we have checked immediately available 
source material for statements by Martin Luther King condoning civil disobedience. 


According to an article in the June 13, 1967, issue of "The New 
York Times, " King stated at a press conference, when questioned concerning 
the Supreme Court decision that he must go to jail in Alabama for 5 days for 
[violating a court order, "In all good conscience we cannot obey unjust laws; 
neither can we obey unjust use of the courts. "

In a conference with Chicago police officials on January 27, 1966, 
King reportedly made the following statement concerning civil disobedience and r -^ 
| civil rights demonstrations: "It may be necessary to engage in such acts. Qfter/^ 
Ian individual has to break a particular law in order to obey a higher law." ^ 


By letterhead memorandum dated March 29, 1965, the New York 
Office advised that King appeared on the ,f Meet the Press" television program 
March 28th. King commented concerning the civil rights march from Selma to 
Montgomery, Alabama; and the New York Office T s letterhead memorandum reflects 
the following: "King stated that he did not consider that he violated the law by 
marching in Selma, in defiance of a court injunction, since attorneys had advised 
that it was an invalid order. King said there are two types of laws according to 
| his thinking: 1. The just law which has a moral obligation to obey and 2. The unjust 
I law which has a moral obligation to defy. King said he does not believe in defying 
or evading laws, but stated the chief norm in his actions is to accept the penalty 
if his conscience tells him the law is unjust. " (It is noted that the above paragraph 
is not a direct quote from King. ) 


On April 4, 1967, King gave a speech at Riverside Church in New York 
in which he definitely encouraged contempt for the United States Government by 
stating, "I could never again raise my voice against the violence of the oppressed

in the ghettos without having first spoken clearly to the greatest 
purveyor of violence in the world today- -my own Government.” 

It is also noted that King had a prominent role in the 
April 15, 1967, anti- Vietnam demonstration in New York- -at which 
demonstration the American flag was burned. In a North American 
Newspaper Alliance column concerning King dated April 25, 1967, 

Ernest Cuneo remarked concerning this New York demonstration, 
"Presiding over a vast assembly at United Nations Plaza was the 
Rev. Martin Luther King, Nobel Peace Prize Winner. Of this not 
very reverent nor not very peaceful man, the Chicago Chief of Police 
remarked, ’Wherever he goes to preach non-violence, violence 
breaks out. f In ticking off the American cities where he 'fears’ violence, 
Martin Luther King was doing nothing of the kind. He was naming 
the cities where he is encouraging it.”

riots. Levison furnished the text of the letter to be sent 
over King’s signature. The text of this letter is as follows 


"’The New York Times *• , in addition to a number of 
creative editorials, did a service in publishing the full 
statement of four negro organizational leaders, urging an end 
to the riots. Hov:ever, in any joint statement it is never 
possible to fully express the views of each participant, nor can 
it reflect individual emphasis. I would like to add a few 
points I believe are relevant to the discussion. In the effort 
to make a strong appeal to the negro community to act with 
responsibility , an impression is possible that the principal 
culpability resides with negroes. It is incontestable that the 
principal actors are negroes, but if the provocations to which 
they are subject are obscured, the end of justice and clarity 
will not be served. Many tragic crimes have occurred, but in 
describing looting, assaults and arson alone, the crime 
of economic and social policy which negroes do not make, are 
unjustly omitted. The rioters have behaved irrationally, but 
are they any more irrational than those who expect injustice 
eternally to be endured? To do too little to relieve the agony 
of negro life is as inflammatory as inciting to riot. To put 
an Asian war of dubious national interest far above domestic 
needs in the order of priorities and to pit it against ref ^yis 
that were delayed a century is worse than a blind policy.

"It is a provocative policy. To treat the outburst as a 
single expression of a whole people is over-simplification and 
tends to fasten guilt of a fev7 on the many. In actual fact 
the riots are not phenomena but an intricate linking of disparate 
tendencies. Many negroes used the occasion in a distorted 
caricature of protest to attack property but refrained from 
attacking persons. Millions of negroes separated themselves 
from it totally. A. tiny minority, unorganized, numbering a few 
hundred at the most, used the circumstances to initiate and 
launch a policy of terrorism. It can only aggravate race 
relations to see the miniscule stream of terrorism as the 
principal feature of the whole event. 

There is blood on the hands of some negroes who should, and 
will pay the price society exacts. What of the blood on the 
hands of Congress; that sneered at a modest bill to control 
the rats that daily bite and scar ne^ro babies in the 
ghettoes; that emasculated a Model Cities program; that 
killed rent subsidies; that, with Administration cooperation, 
is more than halving anti-poverty programs long overdue, and 
as grossly inadequate as they are desperately needed. rJ hat 
shall be said of the White Society that coldly stiffened its 
resistance to reform despite these solemn prophetic words 
of the conservative McComb Commission, expressed some two 
years ago following ,f atts, 'The existing breech, if allowed 
to persist, could in time split our society irretrievably , 

So serious and so explosive is the situation that unless it 
is checked the August riots may seem, by comparison, to be 
only a curtain-raiser for what could blow up one day in the 
future. 1 Unheeded for two years the day in the future arrived. 
Should not all the culprits be put in the dock together, White 
and Je^ro? Negroes have awakened to their rights and 
dignity and to the unutterable wretchedness of their lives 
simultaneously. It will take more statesman ship, more humanity 
andmore sacrifice by the white society to solve this problem 
than is presently manifest, but without it tranquility and social 
harmony will continue to elude us, because the day is past that 
the violence of the white majority can serve to quell the 
stirring of a people, a people deprived and rebuked in the 
most shameful repression* America has perpetrated vrith impunity 
for 35 0 years. In the ISth century, Thomas Jefferson said, 

'I tremble for my nation when I reflect that God is Just*. He 
would have little reason to diminish his concern in the second 
half of the 20th century."

On July 19, 1967, |^HHd|^ad vised that Stanley y 
vison, long-time secret Communist Party member and adviser 
to Martin Luther King, Jr., President, Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, was in contact with King concerning 
the recent racial riots. Levison suggested King advocate 
a new program which would be implemented by the Federal 
Government similar to the Works Project Administration of 
the 1930*8. Also, Levison dictated a press release to King*s 
secretary on 7/24/67, which King was to use the next day. 

In addition on July 25, 1967, his advisers urged 
King to issue a statement that would not condemn violence in 
the cities, but would in a sense condone it. He was alsc^^' 
rebut the statements made by the President the night of _ 

July 24, 1967a . ' , \ 

This information was disseminated to the President, 
the Attorney General, and his staff. 

In his press conference King announced he had sent 
a telegram to the President urging the creation of a national 
agency similar to the Works Project Administration. An 
examina tion of the telegram discloses that a large percentage 
was taken verbatim from the press release prepared by Levison. 
However, it is interesting to note that during the press 


conference King stated he condemned the present riots and did^^^"~ 
not condone violence.

On July 24, 1967, a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
Stanley Levison, Tew York advisor to Martin Luther King, Jr., 
furnished a press release to Dora McDonald, secretary to 
King, pertaining to the racial situation in Detroit, for 
release by King. The text of this release, as furnished by^*~ 
Levison, is as follows: 

"As the flames of riot and revolt illuminate the 
skies over American cities there is an intense desire to 
restore normality, Normality means that Negroes should cease 
looting stores while the Mhite society resumes looting Negro 
lives. : 'Jhile no one should condone anti-social acts of 
Negroes nor should TT hite America rationalize its destruction 
and depredations of its black minorities. The storm warnings 
have been posted a hundred times far in advance but those who 
have the power to create solutions have created trivialities 
and diversions. If it is wrong for Negroes to loot and burn, 
it is even a more horrible wrong for Mhite armed forces to shoo* 
to kill for larceny. This is an example of the moral 
depredation, hypocrisj' and confusion seeping through society 
uhich ultimately must destroy its positive values. I do not 
think we are helpless; we are only acting helplessly. I should 
like to offer a single proposal that I am convinced will be 
as effective as it is just. Every single outbreak without ^ 
exception has substantially been ascribed to gross unemployment 
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"particularly among young people. In most cities for Negro 
youth it is greater than the unemployment level of the 
depression 30's. Let us do one simole , direct thing — let us 
end unemployment totally and immediately. In the depression 
days the nation was close to prostrate on the brink of 
bankruptcy. Yet , it created the T PA to make millions of jobs 
instantly available for all existing levels of skill. The 
jobs were tailored to the man, not the man to the job. In 
recognition of the emergency. Training followed employment, 
if did not precede it and become an obstacle to it. What we 
did three decades aro during an economic holocaust can easily 
be done today in the comfort of prosperity. I propose 
specifically the creation of a national agency that shall 
provide a job to every person who needs work, young and 
old. White and Negro. Not 100 jobs when 10,000 are 

needed. Not some cheap way out. Hot some frugal device 
to maintain a balanced budget within an unbalanced society. 

I propose a job for everyone, not a promise to see if jobs 
can be found. There cannot be social peace when a people have 
awakened to their rights and dignity and to the wretchedness 
of their lives similtaneously . If our government cannot 
create jobs, it cannot govern. It cannot have Jhite affluence 
amid black poverty and nave racial harmony. The turmoil of 
the ghettos is the externalization of the Negroes inner 
torment and rage. It has turned outvrard the frustration that 
formerly was suppressed in agony. The Negro knows that a 
society that is able to plan inter- continental war and inter- 
planetary travel is able to plan a place for him. In its callow 
refusal to be just and civilized the society is driving a wedge 
of destructive alienation into the hope of harmony. Tranquilit: 
will not be evoked by pious words. Tc do too little is as 
inflammatory as inciting to riot. Desperate men do desperate 
deeds. It is not they who are irrational but those who expect 
injustice eternally to be endured. I an convinced that a 
single dramatic, massive proof of concern that touches the 
needs of all the oppressed will ease resentments and heal 
enough angry wounds to permit constructive attitudes to emerge. 

I regret that my expression may be sharp but I believe literall; 
that the life of our nation is at stake here at home. Measures 
to preserve it need be boldly and swiftly applied before the 
process of social disintegration engulfs the whole of society."

RELEASE BY MARTIN LUTHER KING. THE RELEASE IN PART READS* 

"AS THE FLAMES OF RIOT AND REVOLT ILLUMINATE THE SKIES OVER 
AMERICAN CITIES THERE IS AN INTENSE DESIRE TO RESTORE NORMALITY. 
NORMALITY MEANS THAT NEGROES SHOULD CEASE LOOTING STORES WHILE THE 
WHITE SOCIETY RESUMES LOOTING NEGRO LIVES. WHILE NO ONE SHOULD 
CONDONE ANTI-SOCIAL ACTS OF NEGROES NEITHER SHOULD WHITE AMERICA 
RATIONALIZE ITS DESTRUCTION AND DEGRADATIONS OF ITS BLACK 
MINORITIES. THE STORM WARNINGS HAVE BEEN POSTED A HUNDRED TIMES 
FAR IN ADVANCE BUT THOSE WHO HAVE THE POWER TO CREATE SOLUTIONS 
HAVE CREATED TRIVIALITIES AND DIVERSIONS. IF IT IS WRONG FOR 
NEGROES TO LOOT AND BURN IT IS EVEN A MORE HORRIBLE WRONG FOR WHITEj$
